When in your squad car, be sure to use your police siren at all times — even when 
not responding to а call. This will allow you to run red lights, commit vehicular 
manslaughter and attempt those dangerous, high-speed maneuvers you've seen on 
cop shows that you'd never want to perform in your own car! And all under the guise 
of standard police procedure! 


When getting a description of a suspect, keep in mind that peoples perceptions 
vary. If a suspect is described as a 6'2" white man with blonde hair wearing a leather 
jacket, you have every right to apprehend and beat up a 51" black man with no hair 
and a denim jacket. Remember, the description you were given did include a jacket! 


Shaking down a drug dealer is much more effective than arresting him. You will avoid 
bogging down the courts with another endless trial, and you can sell the drugs for 
extra cash without having to put in overtime!
